But in the period of 
post-war acdiversity that fortune 
dwindled. 

From 1901 to 1923 J. Ogden Ar- 
mour developed Armour & Co. into a 
world organization. Expansion in this 
country was followed by invasion of 
the South American field. In 1909 
Armour & Co. acquired an interest in 
an Argentine packing plant. Now it 
has five large plants whose products 
go to the world meat trade. 


GREAT EXPANSION 
Armour & Co. was incorporated in 
Tilinois in 1900 with $20,000,000 cap- 
ital. During the next ten or twelve 
years, during its great expansion. 
practicaliy no dividends were paid 


and earnings were put back into the 
business. In 1916, these accumulat- 
ed were capitalized in a 400 
per cent stock dividend, thus increas- 
ing the capitalization to $100,000,-

of the latter corporation were sold 
publicly. Armour & Co. of Illinots 
retained the common stock of the 
Delaware corporation and retired its 


it was said that Mr. Armour was 
heavily indebted to the company and 
to his banks. In the course of liqul- 
dating these debts his holdings of 
around $5,000,000 of bank stocks and 
a portion of his holdings of Armour 
& Co. common stock were sold. Mr. 
Armour also relinquished active con- 
trol of the company to a banking 
group, becoming ‘chairman and being 
succeeded as president by F. Edson 
White.

of 50 points recovery from Saturday's 
break, was continued from the open- 
ing today, with prices making a fur- 
ther gain of between 45 and 50 points 
before 2 o'clock, with more buying 


in by shorts and a large amount of 
contracts again taken by local trade 
and Liverpool accounts. 

It brought October up to 19 5-8 
cents; December, 19.90 cents; Jan- 
uary, 19.95 cents; March, 20.14 cents, 
and May, 20.13 cents, a gain of over 
100 to 110 points, or $5 to $5.50 per 
bale from the low prices reached at 
the close on Saturday.

one very mueh sought after. A set- 
tlement of the entire debt by 1949 
is a possibility, but, given luck, the 
government could take up the last of 
these securities before then, if it 
desires. 

Whereas, after the Civil War, this 
country required long years of pa- 
tient effort to cut down its na- 
tional debt from the $%2,700,000,000 
peak reached in 1866, it has already 
shaved down in handsome fashion 
the huge debt left after the great 


in August, 1919, at 
$26,500,000,000, but in the eight 
years that have elapsed the debt has 
been reduced to $18,500,000,000. It 
is being brought down now at the 
rate of $1,000,000,000 a year. 

How rapidly the work of debt re- 
duction will proceed — upon 
a number of things. e flow of 
funds applicable to payments is 
largely governed by the amounts 
set aside in the sinking fund pre- 
scribed Congress, sums turned 
in as foreign debt repayments, and 
the Treasury surpluses. The sink- 
ing fund in itself would extinguish 
the entire debt at a rapid rate, even 
though no money flows in from the 
foreign debts, and none from future 
Treasury surpluses, but = sizeable 
amounts from each of the latter two 
sources are more in the nature of 
than possibilities. 

All of which is to emphasize the 
plain fact that government debt re- 
duction in this country is proceed- 
ing so swiftly that it now is only a
